THE VICE-PRESIDENT and Premier of tbe

GW, with Premier C J(. Yen's speech, is standing 
on the bordeirline of becoming a national forum for 
diplomats from abroad. CMy with a suooessful 
turn-out of stodenUroan OW hare an opportunity 
to cross this border. 

Max Farrington, an assistant to President Elliott, 
has been woridng for over a year In preparation 
for Mr. Yen’s talk tomorrow. Intricate planning 
has gone on between OW and tbe State Department 
and other official governmental bodies. Plans 
were worked out with tbe National Broadcasting 
Corporation and other news media to assure tbe 
visiting dignitary of adequate- press ooverage. 

Farrington has said that this program could push 
QW into national promlnanoe. Several invited 
dlgnltarlesi. could not accept their invitations. 

Premier Yen has aooepted; QW should take advant- 
age of this honor.

At the same time, if your 
student (ovemmaot operates an 
activity or takas a position on a 
n a timi a l issue, and you are in 
acreemsnt, speak out. We have 
vlrtoally no way of estimating 
Just how well and to what extent 
we represent you, the people who 
sleeted us. Apathy is not solely 
a result of Ineffective leadership; 
it is caused primarily by pure 
lack of concern. It is your 
reapoosiblllty as a member of 
the CW community to voice your 
coDcem. Come to a student 
government meeting, write to 
the Hatchet, or speak directly to 
your elected representatives; If 


yon voice your Interests, per- 
haps some action can he taken. 
The heat cure to apathy is in- 
volusmsot; If students partleipate 
In our events, if they speak out 
on the Issues, if they commit 
^mselves to tha Universityand 
its growth, apathy can secede 
from our campus. 

Involvement mqans more, how- 
ever, than activities or national 
issues, tnvolvement at GW can, 
or rather it must center on 
education, broadly cooosivad. 
Presently, we at GW a^ priv- 
ileged to have two types of edu- 
cation available. One is 
structured, has a traditional 
approach, and costs approxi- 
mately 21500 per year. The 
other ia unstructured, avoids 
tradition, and Is absolutely free. 

The traditional University can 
learn much from the Free Uni- 
versity; It must continue to open 
Its academic doors; tradition 
must give way to rational 
modernism, pragmatism and 
student Involvement. Yet none 
of this can or will happen unless 
students care. Unless they com- 
mit themselves to developing the 
potential of the traditional Uni- 
versity. The Free University 
was brought forth at CW to add 
to the educational atmosphere at 
our Institution. 

That does not necessarily mean 
that the traditional University 
is immune or hostile to change. 
Rather, It goes begging for 
liberalization, primarily because 
of the students lack of Initiative. 
We, the students of GW, can alter 
the entire academic structure of 
our Institution, If we commit 
ourselves to this task. 

Involvement and commitment 
then, are what the student govern- 
ment needs from the student 
body — from you. To accom- 
plish your desires, we must first 
know them — Speak OutI

The dormitory was remodeled 
In 1956 to meet the requirements 
of an existing temporary code. 
In 1961, however, a new code wa$

SIXTEEN URBAN AFFAIRS 
experts highlighted GW Law 
School’s Urban Conference, 
which was attended by several 
hundreR GW law students last 
Morxlay. 

The experts participated In 
tour simultaneous discussions 
Investigating the role of law and 
the lawyer In the urban commun- 
ity. The four topics covered 
were civil liberties and the pub- 
lic order, private rights versus 
public good, the urban poor, and 
the role of government. 

Student research papers on 
aspects of urban law were dis- 
tributed at the conference and 
discussed by tpe visiting speak- 
ers and the students. 

The problems of federal-state, 
city-state, and city-federal rela- 
tions were examined. The role 
of the Civilian Review Board and 
toe problems of urban housing 
were also discussed. 

The speakers Included leaders 
from the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union, Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development, the 
AFL/CIO, and the anti-poverty 
program, private Industry and 
housing associations, as well as 
several law professors, a judge, 
and a U.S. district attorney. '
